Athletic discrimination findings

Report. Exclusive to the Hornet 


The long-awaited and much 
speculated-about Desmond Committee 
Keport on Racial Discrimination in 
Sacramento State College’s Intercollegiate 
athletics program and reorganization of 
the Health, Physical Education and 
Recreation Dep, ent has been released 
in summary n, exclusive of the 
specifics, prior to its official release 
sometime in October 
Chaired by attorney Louis N. Desmond 
the third committee, appointed last year 
to investigate the charges leveled against 
the athletic department, finally reported 
their findings to President Bernard Hyink 
in late August. The three man committee 
of Desmond,Chancellor Emeritus Emil 
Mrak of UC Davis and attorney Douglas 
Greer was appointed following former 
Acting President Otto Butz’s rejection of 
the Willis Black Committee's findings 
Black’s committee appointed to 
investigate the charges of racism within 
the athletic department. Prior to this 
second committee, a special review of the 
HPER department was conducted and the 
findings, which resulted in the Director of 
Athletics Dr. Fred Lewis and Dr. Merle 
Rousey, Department Chairman of HPER 
being relieved of their posts, were 
contained in the Johnson-McCann-Conrad 
Report of last November 

The first outcry of discrimination came 
in late November with the black players 
walkout on Coach Jack Heron’s 
basketball team. They summed up their 
position in the following statement, “It is 
clear that the athletic program of this 
§ college is and has been a dismal failure. 
fhe greatest failure of this program, 
however, has been its lack of sensitivity 
to the needs and desires of the student 
athletes and its failure to promote their 
development athletically, academically, 
and personally.” Upon the heels of this 
walkout came the appointment of Black’s 
committee to look into the matter 

After Butz rejected the Black 
Committee report, the Desmond 
Committee launched into its investigation 
and later action, in May by the Far 
Western Intercollegiate Athletic 
Conference by placing SSC football on a 
three-year probation as a result of the 
ineligibilty of four SSC football players 
who participated in the 1969 season, 
added new significance to the work being 
done by the committee.

For five months the committee held 
hearings and sifted through mountains of 
documents. The findings and 
recommendations found in the reports as 
a group fall roughly into several 
categones: 


1. Role and Structure. There was 
evidence of confusion as to the role and 
status of the intercollegiate athletic 
program at SSC, and as to its proper 
location in the College organizational 
structure. It was recommended that the 
role and structure must be defined and 
clarified 
2. Leadership and Administration. 
There was evidence that there was an 
urgent need for strong leadership in both 
intercollegiate athletics and the Division 
of HPER in order to dissolve the distrust 
and mend the cleavage between coach- 
instructors and other instructional 
members of the Division of HPER, and 
recommendations were made concerning 
administrative procedures, organizational 
structure, and leadership qualifications 
which could possibly alleviate the 
situation 
3. a. Improving coaches’ awareness and 
acceptance of individual differences. It 
was found that the coach of today must 
be sensitive to individual differences and 
life styles. It was recommended that 
effective coaching must include 
a consideration of ethnic, cultural, and 
other individual differences of players, an 
awareness of the current situation of the 
student athletes’ expectations, attitudes, 
aspirations, style of play, and the 
psychology of his ethnic group.” 


b. Modifying some long-standing prac- 
tices. It was found that there appears 


to be a “system” in football which results 
in a situation where blacks are competing 
for certain positions almost exclusively 
and whites are competing fer positions 
aimost exclusively. Such a system 1s 
called “stacking.” It is based upon the 
example of professional sports. It is a 
form of discrimination. It was found that 
“stacking” also existed in basketball. It 
was recommended that intercollegiate 
athletics should not rely upon the 
professional model for an example of 
how to operate their program. 

4. Status of Coaches Reviews were 
made of the status of coaches at SSC in 
relation to their appointments in 
instructional positions, the evaluation of 
their performance, the requirements for 
promotion and tenure, and their salaries. 
It was recommended that “The coaches 
should be given another title, another pay 
scale, and perhaps some arrangements for 
security of employment after a period of 
years. The standards for advancement 
should be different than those that are on 
the academic ladder.” The Chancellor of 
the California State College System has 
explored this matter with the College 
Presidents of the System and proposed 
classification standards and salary scales 
for athictic coaches and Director of 
Athletics which are now being reviewed 
at the College level 


5. Welfare of the Student-Athlete. \t 
was noted that all personnel have 
attempted to make contributions to the 
students and that there was an earnest 
desire on everybody's part to build a 
sound intercollegiate athletic programand 
a sound division academically. In some 
cases, it was found that there was a “‘lack 
of sensitivity to the needs and desires of 
student athletes and failure to 
promote the development of individual 
players athletically, academically, and 
personally.’ Other findings pointed to 
the needs for grievance procedures, the 
need for more access to coaches, the need 
for special counseling, the need for more 
emphasis on athlete’s educational 
programs, and the need for freedom from 
dependency and fear of coaches founded 
on financial factors and sport 
participation 
6. Public Relations. \t was found that in 
the past year, poor communications 
existed between the mass media and some 
areas of the inter-collegiate athletic 
program, and that some faculty and 
coaches used the press to air personnel 
problems. it was recommended that steps 
be taken to reestablish sound 
relationships with the sports 
representatives of the mass media and 
that steps be taken to discourage 
litigating personnel problems in the press, 
without infringing on the rights of 
individuals 


7. Financing of Athletics. It was found 
that “student body control over portions 
of the funds used for intercollegiate 
athletics subjects the program to 
unreasonable pressures.’’ It was 
recommended that procedures be 
developed whereby the financing of 
intercollegiate sports is not entirely 
dependent upon associated student funds. 
The September meeting of the Board of 
Trustees will consider a proposal which 
will allow the establishment of fees to 
provide for continuity of support to such 
approved college activities as 
intercollegiate athletics. 


Action has already been taken on some 
recommendations such as preparing 
clear-cut statements of responsibility for 
the Director of Athletics and the Head 
Coaches, precise procedures and time 
schedules for determining eligibility of 
players, preparation of recruiting 
guidelines especially relative to financial 
aid programs of the College, the addition 
of a Black coach (Fred Malone) to the 
football coaching staff, and expanded 
office hours for coaches. 


The following procedure has been 
adopted by SSC coaches as 4 viable plan 
for player grievances 


Will it add fuel 
or quel! the blaze ? 


A player on a Sacramento State College 
team who has a grievance may take the 
grievance to the assistant coach under 
whom he plays or to the head coach of 
that sport. Should he not want to go 
directly to the coach, he may take his 
grievance to the team captain or player 
representative. The captain will inform 
the coach of the grievance. A conference 
will be held between the coach and the 
player. If this is at the assistant coach 
level and is not resolved the grievance will 
go to the head coach. 

A conference will be held between the 
player and the head coach. At the 
discretion of the player or the head coach 
the captain and/or the assistant coach 
may participate. 

If unresolved at this point, the grievance 
will go to the Athletic Director where a 
conference between the player, the head 
coach and the Athletic Director will take 
place. 

The Athletic Director wul recommend 
(1) a solution or (2) that the grievance go 
to the Athletic Board of Control, In the 
event that the solution of the Athletic 
Director is rejected by either the player 
or the coach, either may go to the college 
ombudsman. Upon the recommendation 
of the ombudsman the grievance may be 
sent to the Athletic Board. 

Grievances which reach the Athletic 
Board will be resolved through a 
conference with the Athletic Board, the 
player, the coach and the Athletic 
Director. 

A time table of actions to be taken to 
carry out other recommendations is being 
established in consultation with the 
coaching staff and faculty of the Division 
of HPER. 
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- Summer Executive 
Board pulls carpet 
out from under 
assoc. students 


Through the recent few semesters appreciabie gains have been made in 
the area of student representation within departments and on 
previously faculty-dominated committees. 

One area, though, has been neglected. Each year it operates as a small 
fief in an otherwise large college community, seemingly untouched by 
the change going on around it. Perhaps because the Summer Session 
Executive Boasd presides over a session outside the regular semester 
terms is the reason why it has been overlooked by the current trend of 
change. 

Whatever the reason, action should be initiated to balance the 
representation more equally within the Board. As it stands now 
according to ASSSC statute 511, the membership consists of four 
faculty and two students. Sitting on the Board this past summer was 
Dean of Summers Sessions Hubert McCormick, Dr. Margaret McKoane, 
ASSSC Business Manager John Krier, Alumnus Prof. John Ranlett, 
students John Jackson and Charles Buchanan. 

This unbalanced faculty-student representation comes to light because 
of an action taken by the Executive Board at its last summer meeting. 
In a vote of the five members present (one student absent) the Board 
moved to have the Associated Students pay for carpeting a Student 
Activities office out of the summer session’s fees. 

The question comes to mind as to why an administrative 
function—Student Activities—should be funded by Associated Student 
money, and for carpeting at that. Would it not seem more logical that if 
the college wished the Student Activities office to be carpeted, they 
would have budgeted for it? 

Additionally, in view of the fact that just this year the activities office 
was relocated, one should ask whether Student Activities has a 
guarantee on the office space they currently occupy or whether they 
might be moved again next year, just as abruptly as they were this year. 


Would a carpet, which takes three to five years to wea: out, serve the 
ASSSC any good if someone other than Student Activities made use of 
it7Hardly. If the Student Activities office wished to carpe‘ their floor 
they would be advised to look elsewhere for funds. 

Associated Student President Joe Hay should certainly feel justified in 
exercising his veto on the action taken by the Summer Session 
Executive Board by refusing to sign the claims schedule. Action should 
also be taken to create additional seats for students on the Executive 
Board so that matters similar to the one above can be given more 
thoughtful consideration.

As you are doubtlessly aware, 
approximately 40% of the recent 
legislative budget cut for SSC was 
borne by the library budget. We 
lost 24.5 positions as well as some 
$180,000 is book funds. 


The legislative action has 
resulted in drastically reduced 
support to academic programs on 
this campus, particularly the 
graduate programs, aid forced us 
to reduce our service ‘by 20.5 
hours per week. : 


In the past two years we have 
been able to support 101.5 hours 
of service per week during the 
normal academic year. With the 
budget cut, which has reduced a 
major portion of our temporary 
and student assistant help, we can 
now serve the campus 81 hours 
per week. 


The attached notice was 
prepared for distribution to 
library patrons informing them of 
the reasons for the cut in service 
and announcing the new schedule 
of hours. We would appreciate it 
if the State Hornet would publish 
this information so that all 
students and faculty are informed 
As is suggested on the notice, 
those who are inconvenienced by 
the reduction in service can help

As December 31 approaches, students across the country must decide 
upon their final and most important play in the Lottery “numbers 
game.” 

Students with “low” Lottery numbers know only too well they must 
remain deferred through December 31 or face “Greetings.” They will 
choose to request the II-S student deferment in September. A year 
from now they may take their chances, hoping for a change in draft 
calls, the law, the war, or their health. 

A student with a “high” Lottery number will want to put his year of 
draft vulnerability behind him. To do so, (1) he must be in class I-A, 
1-A-O (noncombatant C.O.), or I-O (civilian work C.O.)on December 
31; and his Lottery number must not have been reached by that date. If 
the student mects both these qualifications on December 31, he will 
descend from the 1970 “first priority” group to the 1971 “second 
priority” group on New Year's Day. For all practical purposes, this 
descent assures virtual immunity from induction. 

Assuming the student with the “high” Lottery number is not going 
C.O., he will have to seek a I-A this fall. In order to do so, he must not 
request the I-S deferment. According to the law, a local board should 
not place a student in class II-S unless he has requested the deferment 
This rule applies regardless of whether the student meets all the other 
requirments for a IL-S. 

A college cannnot legally request the deferment for a student. 
Furthermore, a II-S request for a prior academic year cannot be 
construed as a II-S request for the current year 

Students with Lottery numbers in the “middle” would appear to be in 
a real quandary. They cannot predict with certainty whether they will 
be called. Should they take a chance, not request a II-S, a hope their 
Lottery numbers prove safe7The lure of “second priority” next year is 
great 

Or should students in the “middle” opt for security, request a II-S, 
retain it through December 31, and face “first priority” again next 
year? Security is also tempting but it may cause bitter disillusionment 
when the student in class II-S on December 31 discovers that his 
number was not reached, and he would have made it 

The dream of students in the “middle” would be to wait until 
December 31 before deciding whether or not to be deferred on 
December 31. The I-S (C) deferment is a dream come true 

The I-S (C) deferment is available to any fulltime college student who, 
while satisfactorily pursuing his studies, receives an induction order. If 
the student has never held a I-S (C) deferment, and does not have a 
baccalaureate degree, he is entitled to have his induction order 
cancelled. He qualifies for class I-S (C), where he must be kept until the 
end of the 12-month academic year 

Consider the utility of the I-S(C) deferment: Suppose a student has 
Lottery number 190. He is unsure whether it will be reached 
Nevertheless, he does not request a II-S and remains I-A through the fall 
semester 

Unfortunately, before December 31, the student loses his gamble 
Lottery number 190 is reached, and the student receives an induction 
order. The student immediately requests a I-S (C) deferment, proving to 
his board that he actually was a full-time student, making satisfactory 
progress, when he got his order. The order will be cancelled- not merely 
postponed and the student will have to play the Lotter all over next 
year. However, he will have to play without one of his favorite gambits, 
since the 1-S(C) is available enly once 

Resort to the I-S (C) provides a convenient way to hedge on the I-A 
bet. However, there are two potential pitfalls: First, the board may 
classify the student II-S even though he makes no request. Second, 
assuming the student gets a I-S (C), his tactics may be considered a 
delay. Consequently, when his deferments run out, he may be 
immediately ordered to report, despite the fact that his number has not 
yet been reached in the year he becomes I-A. A safe path across these 
pitfalls will be described in the next 


New bill tightens

LOS ANGELES (AP). A new state law 
on teacher contracts has encouraged the 
100,000 - member California Teachers 
Association of Southern California to 
jiaurch a ‘‘coordinated negotiations 
drive,”’ its president said Monday 

“The flood gates of collective bargaining 
have been opened for teachers,”’ said Alva 
Barfield, hailing Gov. Reagan's signature 
to a bill authorizing schoo! boards to 
negotiate written contracts with teacher 
groups. 

Mrs. Barfield said the Southern Section 
of the CTA has set as a goal the signing of 
300 contacts

Education board 


OKs driver ed., 
drug ruling due 


ENS ~-California teacher training 
institutions will have to start 
including instruction on the 
effects of dangerous drugs and 
narcotics if a proposed education 
code change receives State Board 
of Education approval. 

Board members approved a 
resolution at their recent meeting 
in Sacramento urging that such 
teacher training schools include “‘a 
reasonable requirement of 
preparation” on the subjects. The 
board also scheduled a hearing on 
the changes for its October 
meeting in Los Angeles. 

“Some of the schools do this at 
this time and some do not,” State 
Supt. of Public Instruction Max 
Rafferty told the board members. 
“I feel all teacher training 
institutions should do this.” 

Board members also gave formal 
approval for Los Angeles and San 
Francisco school districts to take 
students out of physical education 
programs so they could take 
driver training from commercially 
licensed driver education schools 

The proposal is part of a test to 
determine the success of the 
commercial driver training classes 
compared to those offered by the 
school districts. 

Board members Henry T 
Gunderson of San Jose and 
Eugene N. Ragle of Auburn 
voiced objections but voted for 
the proposal 

Technical terms of the approved 
resolution call for the State 
Department of Education to 
explore the possibility of having 
the commercially licensed driver 
training as an extra-curricular 
activity rather than taking 
students from class. 

If that fails, however, approval 
for the requested moves is to be 
granted. 

In other actions, the 
board: Heard a Teport on teacher 
credentialing under terms of the 
recently passed AB 169. Board 
members were told that there will 
be a tightening of the provisional 
credentialing and that that type of 
credential is probably on its way 
out of existence except in 
emergency cases. 

Budget cuts in the State 
Department of Education will 
severely curtail the state’s 
audio-visual and library services 
Welcomed Bruce Lymburn,!7, a 
senior at Newport Harbor High 
School in Newport Beach, as the 
new student member of the 
board.

15 yards further and three yrs 
later the Mats had the ball on 





their own 20 yard line. 

For the final two minutes of the 
half the Mats marched 80 yards, 
scoring on a ten yard pass from 
Bill Barnes to end Al Ferrera 

Barnes, who last year paced West 
Valley Junior College to the state 
quarterfinals, showed 
extraordinary early season form 
hitting on 12 of 22 aerials, with 
three flips going for scores 
Barnes’ longest scoring bomb 
covered 67 yards to Ted 
Covington 

Last year the Mats presented a 
running game the Hornets found 
hard to contain but not too hard 
for other teams as San Fernando 
finished 4-5 on the year. With 
some fine recruiting San Fernando 
now presents a good running game 
plus a fine passing game that 
many teams will find tough to 
handle 


San Fernando ran up 431 yards 
for their afternoon's workout 
205 coming on the ground with 
226 through the air 

SSC’s stats were not as 
impressive as they only managed 


29 yards on the ground while 
mustering 125 in the air. Hardly 
enough to be considered 
champion material 

Lippi, who at times must have 
thought he was playing without 
an offensive line, looked as if he 
had regained some of last year's 
form before an injury sidelined 
the all-conference quarterback.

Sacramento State College 
refused to submit to the state 
legislature’s attempts to lay off 
faculty members, according to 
SSC President Bernard Hyink. 
Buts in the state college budget 
would have caused a loss of 32.5 
positions at SSC, but some 
last-minute manuevering 
prevented this from happening 
Hyink told the faculty last week 
that Sacramento State College 
“lost approximately $1 million 
from our $23.8 million request~a 
4.2 percent loss.’ About 
$300,000 of this loss was in 32.5 
faculty positions most of which 


“‘came from the legislature's 
deleting the line item which 
provided staffing augmentation 


for graduate courses.” 


However, by accepting 320 
additional students, and by 
decreasing the number of 


part-time faculty positions and 
graduate assistant positions, SSC 
prevented making any staff cuts

year,” Hyink stated 

Hyink added that 
“Assemblymen and senators alike 
felt compelled to carry out their 
threat to restrict funds for 
1970-71 a response to what they 
termed an overwhelmingly adverse 
opinion for higher educaticn.” 


Learning process 
probed by HEW 


Researchers at the University of 
California at Los Angeles, for 
example, will study the influence 
of prenatal protein deprivation on 
brain development and learning. 
Using laboratory animals, they 
will investigate what effect 
impaired brain development, due 
to poor nutrition, may have on 
succeeding generations. The 
research also will show whether 
special prenatal diets can bring 
about improved ability in the 
offspring 
Studies conducted by the 
National Bureau of Economic 
Research will address such 
questions a how formal education 
is translated into higher 
productivity; why it seems to 
yield greater economic gain for 
whites than nonwhites and 
nonwhite: females than nonwhite 
males; and how various 
educational investments, such as 
teachers and classroom facilities, 
realte to later financial rewards 

A project at the University of 
Michigan will study 29 groups of 
students to evaluate areas of 
potential support and conflict 
between student characteristics 
and the expectations of large 
universities

The proposed new policies call 
for school districts to “do what is 
reasonably feasible to prevent and 
eliminate racial imbalance in the 
schools regardless of its cause.” 

A number of speakers, including 
representatives of the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People, said the 
policies need definition of what is 
“reasonably feasible.” 

Policies also provide that the 
section calling for ending racial 
imbalance “‘shall not be construed 
as a directive to a iocal board to 
require” busing over a student’s 
objections nor shall it be 
construed “so as to prohibit a 
school district from providing 
such transportation.”
